OpturiiK of a New Water Approncli to 


the City— Operations of our Forces 


at Fort Royal. 


The most important intelligence brought 


from Port Royal by Iheatcamship Ailantlc, 
which arrived hers yesterday, relates to tht 
new expedition filling out at that 
poin t 


under the direction of. Commodore Duponi 
and General Sherman. 
Its destination is 


supposed to be Savannah. 


The utmost aecrecy, howecer, is observcil

Before the departure of the Atlantic, 


three of the gunboats (such, at lea.t, was 


the understanding at Hilton Head) had 
passed beyond the line of Fort Pulaski.— 
Tha depth o/ water through the course was 
stated at fifteen feat. 


There were evidences ot Hilton Head of 


tbe advance. 
All the floats and launches, 


<l which there were great numbers, were 
ollected or collecting, and preparations 
were making to transport troops. Two of 
he regimenU at Hilton, with whose officers 


of ths passengers on the Vanderhilt 


had been in communication, had received 
not limply marching orders, but orders to 
move, and they were preparing to go, to- 


-ards what point was of course not stated. 


The understanding waa general among the 
officers that the movement would be made 
speedily—certainly this week , and that 
the force to be left at Hilton Head would 
not eiceed one or two regiments. 
The 


force at Hilton Head thus at command was 
ten to twelve thousand men. 


But it was doubted if any attempt what" 


ever would ba made to advance on the 


mainland, out of the range of the fire of 
the gunhr>ata, inasmuch as the.force under 
General Sherman would be unequal to the 
work of maintaining itself. The object o 
he contemplated expedition would be ac. 
compliabcd with the occupation of Savan- 
nah. The city, however, defended by nearly 
twenty-five thousand rebeb, would not, it 
wai confidently asserted, be attacked, un- 


less our gunboats succeeded In reaching it 
which there was little doubi they would he 


able to do. 


If a movement against Savannah shal^ 


not at once bemade.andthereconnis'.ances 
,nd preliminary'operations prove, like the 
occupatoin of Tybee Island, -to have been 


simply for the purpose of diversion,
